CONGRESSIONAL & INTERGOVERNMENTAL

Sen. Dianne Feinstein {D-CA): Brent Maier has reached out again today to Chesna Foord, Director of Scheduling and
Freda Hawver Pachter, Deputy Scheduler in the DC Office of Senator Dianne Feinstein to see about setting up a meeting
for Regional Administrator Mike Stoker and Senator Feinstein when he is back in Washington, DC on June 27, 2018. Still
awaiting word back from the Senator’s schedulers as to whether a meeting is possible.

Rep. Nancy Pelosi (D-CA-12): At the request of Chief of Staff Amy Miller, Brent Maier has reached out to Rep. Nancy
Pelosi’s DC office to see if a meeting can be arranged for Regional Administrator Mike Stoker and Rep. Pelosi for
Wednesday, June 27™. Awaiting word back as to whether a meeting is possible. In addition, Brent will be reaching out to
Sen. Kamala Harris’ office as well for a meeting on the same date.

Rep. Salud Carbajal (D-CA-24): Brent Maier received a request from Greg Haas, Field Representative in the
Congressman’s San Luis Obispo’s District Office to set up a call for an update on the Arroyo Grande aquifer exemption
issue. Brent offered up a call to Greg Haas and Water Division’s David Albright for Wednesday, June 13" at 11:00am and
Greg Haas has confirmed his availability.

Congressional Outreach on Final Approval of the Second 10-Year SO2 Maintenance Plan for the Douglas Maintenance
Area: Brent Maier alerted Congressional staff in the offices of Senators John McCain and Jeff Flake and Rep. Martha
McSally that on Friday, June 8, 2018, the Federal Register published a notice finalizing approval of the second 10-year
maintenance plan for Douglas, Arizona for the 1971 sulfur dioxide standards. The plan demonstrates maintenance of the
1971 SO, standards through 2030 and fulfills Arizona’s Clean Air Act planning obligations for the 1971 SO; NAAQS in the
Douglas maintenance area.

Rep. Scott Peters (D-CA-52): Brent Maier shared some follow up information with Anais Borja, MPA, Legislative Assistant
in the Office of Congressman Scott H. Peters along with an Excel spreadsheet attachment. We let Anais know that in
2017, EPA and the North American Development Bank solicited applications for funding under EPA’s Border Water
Infrastructure Program. Attached is a table that identifies the projects from California and Baja California that applied for
our funding, including estimated costs. We have an open application process and additional projects may apply for
funding at any time and that EPA may select projects from this list as funding becomes available.

EPA Budget Update - House Appropriations Committee: On Wednesday, June 6, 2018, the House Appropriations
Committee approved its FY19 Interior and Environment Appropriations bill on a vote of 25-20. The legislation includes
funding for the Department of the Interior, the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), the Forest Service, the Indian
Health Service, and various independent and related agencies. In total, the legislation provides $35.25 billion, equal to
the FY18 enacted level. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA). The FY19 spending bill funds the EPA at $7.96 billion -
$100 million below the FY18 enacted level. EPA regulatory programs are reduced by $228 million below current levels.
The bill also provides the following funding, among other provisions: $2.6 billion for the Clean Water and Drinking Water
State Revolving Loan fund, which states and localities use for water infrastructure projects; an increase of $40 million for
cleanup of Superfund sites; and, $75 million for the Water Infrastructure Finance and Innovation Act (WIFIA) program to
"leverage federal dollars to provide financing for more than $8 billion in water infrastructure projects," according to the
Committee. Additionally, the legislation provides the following policy changes: it fully repeals the "Waters of the United
States" regulation; prohibits "regulation of lead content of ammunition and fishing tackle, relieving livestock operations
from EPA permitting requirements, and exempting livestock producers from EPA greenhouse gas regulations;” and a
directive that aims to "establish clear policies that reflect the carbon neutrality of biomass." For more information
